She isn't 
making a business of it on her own account at 
all, itsoeins; doosn't lot tho work out at lower 
rates yet to poorer beggars than herself. Sbo 
is simply acting as tho deputy or mouthpiece 
of a tenement houseful of women who get 
tired of being starved by tbo jobbers and 
working sixteen hours a day for next to 
nothing a week. 


"Sho comes from ono of tbo regular cast 


side hives, so they tell mo, that is running 
over with women who bavo been wcnrin; 
their lives out over needles, thread and sow- 
ing machines for years. Theromustbe sonic- 
body of unusual sense and executive ability 
among them—I am pretty sure- i& is the game 
woman wLo comes to mo—for they set about 
ransacking tbo nooks ajid corners of their 
brains for a remedy. 
It sounds u simple 


enough thing to say that they decided, or 
that this woman decided for them, to give tho 
middlemen tho go by and como straight to 
manufacturers' headquarters for work; but 
in spite of its simplicity I don't believe that 
any of tbo sowing women have done- the thing 
before or that there is at present any better 
cure for tho troubles o£ the class. Two dol- 
lars or SH is precious poor money for all tho 
labor it costs, but it makes a difforcnce after 
all whether you get tho wholo o£ it; or onlv 
half."
